Ted Oswald questioned if this property was not 
developed by the present developer what would 
be allowed on the property due to the rezoning. 


Steve Smith stated that if the property is zoned 
POD and this developer fails to develop his 
project the only use allowed would be for 
professional offices. He stated that anyone 
wanting to develop the property would have to 
come back to the Commission with a new primary 
and secondary development plan for public 
hearing and approval by the Commission. 


Mike Todoran in rebuttal stated that Baer Field 
Thruway is a 4-lane highway and the part of 
Lower Huntington Road that bounds their property 
is also 4-lanes. Не stated that although they 
have no excel-decel lanes there are two lanes 

in either direction for thru traffic to allow 
slower traffic entering the property either 

to enter or exit. He stated due to the nature 
of the development being offices they felt the 
traffic would not conflict with the people 
leaving the apartments in the morning or 

coming home in the evening. Не stated they also 
have tWo exits to the property of Willow Creek 
Apartments the other being Lakeridge Drive. 

He stated that they do intend to landscape.

RESOLUTION OF ZONING ORDINANCE AMENDMENT RECOMMENDATION 


WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, on 
February 24, 1987 referred a proposed zoning map amendment to the City 
Plan Commission which proposed ordinance was designated as 
Bill No. Z-87-02-23; and, 


WHEREAS, the required notice of public hearing on such proposed 
ordinance has been published as required by law; and, 


WHEREAS, the City Plan Commission conducted a public hearing on 
such proposed ordinance on February 23, 1987. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City Plan Commission does 
hereby recommend that this ordinance be returned to the Common Council 
with a DO PASS recommendation based on the Commission's following 
"Findings of Fact": 


(1) the grant will not be injurious to the public health, safety, 
morals, and general welfare of the community; 


(2) the use or value of the area adjacent to the property included 
in the rezoning will not be affected in a substantially adverse 
manner; 


(3) the need for the rezoning arises from some condition peculiar 
to the property involved and the condition is not due to the 
general conditions of the neighborhood; 


(4) the strict application of the terms of the zoning ordinance 
will constitute an unusual and unnecessary hardship if applied to 
the property for which the rezoning is sought; and, 


(5) the grant does not interfere substantially with the compre- 
hensive plan adopted under the 500 series of the metropolitan deve- 
lopment law. Е
